In addition to a rigid quar­ 
antine being maintained in four coun- 
J ties ot Michigan and Indiana where 
the disease has been discovered, a 
farm to farm inspection to ascertain 
the seriousness and extent of the out­ 
break is being conducted by the de- 
pa rtment. 
Although the foot and mouth di­ 
sease is fatal in a small percentage 
ot cases only, the total damage that 
t causes in a serious epidemic is enor­ 
mous, the Department says. 
It is ex­ 
tremely 
contagious 
and 
may 
he 


spread in a number of ways. 
For 


this reason, say authorities of the 
department, it i- imperative that the 
disease 
he eradieated before it lias 


gained a firm footing. 
IF it should 


spread over any considerable portion 
of the country, the department fears 
it could never he eliecked. 
Interstate 
shipments 
of 
cattle, 


sheep, and other ruminants and swine 
have already been prohibited from 
Berrien and ( ’asp counties in Michi- 
gan, and 
Laporte 
and 
St. Joseph 


counties in Indiana. 
This quarantine 


extends to hides, skins, and hoofs, 
and hay, -(raw and sim ilar fooder, 
which have not been thoroughly dis­ 
infected. 
Railroads are required t o 


disinfect ears used in transporting 
live s t o c k from the infected area. 
In addition to 
these 
precautions 


taken by the Federal government, it 
is expected that tin* State authorities 


will co-operate hv placing a quaran­ 
tine on individual farms where the 
disease appears. 
The 
department 


p o i n t s out that while these measures 
may cause some temporary incon­ 
venience, it believes that once fan n ­ 
er- realize the seriousness of the di- 
sea-e they will co-operate heartilv in 
stamping it out. 
The first three outbreaks of the di- 


sease, in 1870, 1880, and 1884, were 
com paratively trifling. Tn 1902, how­ 
ever, the disease gained a consider­ 
able footing in New England before 
it 
was discovered, and in 
BIOS it 


cropped out in Michigan, New York, 
Pennsylvania and M aryland.

believed that on tin* last occasion the 
disease was spread by shipment of 
cattle from Detroit t<> Buffalo, whence 
the disease was carried by other 
shipments to New York and through 
Pennsylvania

caiue of the present outbreak is not 
definitely known, hut it is probable 
that the disease was brought from 
abroad in a shipment of hides in­ 
tended for manufacturing purposes.

To this end, ev ery road that ev er 
carries a president makes special ef­ 
forts to protect his safety and to in­ 
su re his comfort. 
A special passen­ 
ger agent one in whom the company 
places 
highest 
confidence, 
trav els 
with 
the 
presidential 
train 
from 
Washington to its destination. More­ 
ov er, on other than the initial road a 
trainmaster, or div ision su perintend­ 
ent goes along to see that ev ery ­ 
thing ru ns as it shou ld. 
They take 
no chances of an accident with su ch 
a v alu able and v alu ed passenger. 
Ju st as 
an 
ex ample, 
President 
Wilson’s recent trip to Pittsbu rg may 
he cited as showing

the trip.

between 
Conellsv ille, 
Pa... 
and 
Pittsbu rg. 
That 
of 
cou rse 
spelled the possibility of danger. 
What to do? 
They cou ld not take 
ev en the slightest chance of a block­ 
ed road. 
S o early in the morning at 
(’onnelsv ille, the presidential priv ate 
ear was shu nted off on a sidetrack 
while the President was asleep and 
then it was hitched onto a common 
ordinary day coach 
and 
baggage 
coach carry ing no passengers ex cept 
a few railroad men and a grou p of 
newspapermen. 
The 
first 
section, 
that carried the president’s ear as 
far as Connelsv ille was allowed to 
proceed a safe distance ahead, and 
then the second section proceeded. 
In this way , the railroad took no 
chances of a fog, althou gh, a» it de­ 
v eloped, there was no danger from 
this sou rce. 
Incidentally on this same trip, the 
railroad made a remarkable record
